o tbe middle of March last. The distress 
ccaEioned by Iho famine of last year is 
[raiding over a much wider area, owing to 
ho renewed drought. Ths district now nf- 
ectcd comprises » part of the whole of tha 
irovincos of Shansi, Chihle, 
Sbanting, 


-ShensI, H^pnan, Szchenen and Kansan. 'Iba 
ctnal famine is pressing upon. 15,000,000 
ledple, while fully CO.OOO are suffering moro 
ir less distress. 


Tho Chinese journals teom with accounts 


3f s-jffcring. 
One of the most pitiable lea- 


ures of this famine is thtt tbere ia an 
:bundance of food in tho country, arid it is 
mly a lack of transportation, which «austs 
o much misery and loss of life. The crops 
mve been good immediately around the 
trickon districts, but as food can bo trans- 
lorted only on wagons or pack animals it 
cannot be taken thither la sufficient quai " 
ies to savo tho lives of the people. 


Chinese officials have dono all that is pos- 


sible. The missionaries are distributing re. 
ief us best they may. Tbe Chineso havo 
usually classed opium and missionaries t: 
among tho chief evils duo lo foreign inler- 
ronrse, but tbe latter are now winnin, 
tavor through Ihe practical help they sfforc 
There are numerous 
refugees from the 


famine district in Peking and Tientsin. 


In Ibe Utter city a house made of mats 


lor Iho accommodation of suffering women 
aud children, irns recenlly burned and 130 
lives lost. 


These recurring famines may lead thi 


Chineso lo rccogniza the need ot encour 
aging adequate means of internal conirnuni 
cation.
